When the steamer reached a point in 
the first bend bilow this city the crowd 
began to pick places on the right side in 
order that they might get a view of 
Maysville, and three-fourths of the peo 
pie on the boat managed to push into the 
■mall space. 

This caused the boat to careen, and 
the engines being at work under a full 
head of steam held the stem down in the 
water, thus throwing all the weight and 
•train on the right hogebain, which gave 
way, letting the bow of the steamer 
down. 

It was with difficulty she was landed 
at the wharf, and after getting the 
crowd ashore the work or repair be, 'an. 
and at 7:40 the boat 'eft for her return . 

The people on board did not seem to 
realize the danger they were in, for If 
they had there would have been commo 
tion enough to have caused tha boat to 
break In two, In which event Uere would 
•Ot have been three out of ten saved.

They confronted Campbell with 
the correspondence and all the docu- 
mentary evidence of bis guilt. He saw 
he had been caught dead to rights, and 
admitted what be had done.

cellars and caves, which most of them 
did. Several farm houses were de- 
•troyed before the storm reached the 
city. 

But as far aa learned at this time no

Nearly Bfty residences, besides bams 
and outbuildings, were totally de- 
stroyed in this city. Many of them 
were the finest In the city. At least 
800 people are rendered homeless. No 
one was killed, but several were in- 

The Methodistand Christian churches 
are total wrecks. Many buildings are 
•lightly damaged. The storm passed 
on to the northeast, but the track of 
the storm Is only 80 rods wide. It is 
reported that the storm did much dam- 
oge near Hljfelow and Vlelts. The en- 
tire western part of this city is razed 
to the ground and such a picture of 
destruction can only be appreciated by 
aeeing it Some miraculous escapes 
are reported, and had the cyclone come 
upon the city without warning the loss 
of life would have been terrible. 

Sbnkca, Kas., May 18. — A terrible 
cyclone struck thia city Sunday even- 
ing at 0:40 o'clock. The cyclone was 
followed by a heavy hail storm, hail as 
large as a walnut falling. About sev- 
enty houses are totally wrecked. Five 
people were killed and many badly 
hurt. 

The dead: Two of M. K Connell's 
children, one of I'ete Assenmacher's 
children, two of M. E. Voorhees' chil- 
dren.

The Harrowing Details of the 
Destruction Wrought. 



Two Hundred People Killed and as 
Many More Terribly Injured. 



Fifty Known to Have Been Killed In "her- 
iimii— The Town* of Hoi 
Denton and Josttn I 



Di'.nison, Tex., May. 18 — The cyclone 
which passed over Urayson and Denton 
counties Friday night destroyed mil- 
lions of dollars' worth of property and 
a conservative estimate places the num- 
ber killed at 200. Telegraph communi- 
cation is interrupted and the extent of 
the catastrophe is not fully known. 
Fifty arc known to have been "killed in 
Sherman, and dead bodies are being 
brought in from tho surrounding 
neighborhood. The towns of Howe, 
Farmington and Denton were swept by 
the cyclone and several deaths are re- 

P At Justin, 12 houses were demolished 
and two persons killed. The path of 
the cyclone was not over 150 yards 
wide. It traveled at least 100 miles be- 
rort it spent its force. The last work 
of the storm was at Red river, wheie 
tho dwelling of John DevBUt was de- 
molished and four members of the 
family fatally injured. 

A dispatch received reports that 
lady named Johnson wns killed east of 
Hanalstyne in this county. E' 
hour increases the deat h roll. Special 
trains are arriving in Sherman frc 
all sections of Texas and the donatio 
are very liberal. It is a remarkable 
instance that in every case where there 
were deaths the bodies from the houses 
destroyed were all found 150 to 200 
yards from the building in 
contrary position to the direction the 
storm was moving. In most every caRe 
the bodies were found toward the 
south. Telegraph poles were torn and 
driven into the ground. The very lat- 
est report from Howe is that 12 persons 
were killed near there. It Is impossi- 
ble to get a correct list of all the miss- 
ing. Nearly every family in the dis- 
trict has sonic of its members missing 
that can not be accounted for. It is be- 
lieved that most of the missing are 
dead. 

A waterspout accompanied the cy- 
clone ami the creeks are all out of 
their banks. It is reported that sev- 
eral object*, thought to be human bod- 
ies were seen in the water but they 
oould not be reached. The otlicers are 
making every preparation possible 
to dredge all the creeks in the 
vicinity. The cries and moans of 
the wounded were supplemented by 
the agonizing shrieks of those who, 
passing from corpse to corpse, at last 
found some loved one. I'en is unabli 
to picture the agonizing scene. 

The very latest is that the death roll 
may make 500, as dead bodies are liter 
ally scattered over the whole face of 
the country. 

Sherman, Tex , May 10.— The death 
list from the cyclone of Friday aftei 
noon is growing rapidly and at on 
o'clock Saturday morning over scventi 
five bodies have been found. Twentt 
five physicians from Sherman, Den 
son, Whitewright, Howe and Van A 
styhe are attending the wounded, an 
hundreds of women are helping. Th 
eoloreil people, having recovered froi 
their first fright, are working like tr» 



long as reports continue to come in as 
they do.

Many persons are missing and entire 
families can not be found.

The people ol 
Sherman have buried the dead and are 
taking care of the wounded, but fully 
700 people In the city and county are 
left destitute.

We took #0.000 away from hjm 
and it broke him. That did one good 
thing, anyway— it drove Morris Martin 
out of the faro business.

Now, Smith and Grannan went at that 
thing perfectly fair and square Gran- 
nan isn't « sticker. Would you call a 
man a sucker who made #3(0,000 at 
Sbeepsbead Hay? 

People who saw Smith aud Grannan 
and me in ea< h other s company used to 
think we were doing wonderful things to- 
gether. They would point Smith and me 
H marvels, but Smith and I lost 
pretty nearly all the time, and often 
enough in those days, when I was admired 
as a millionaire, I didn't have enough 
money to buy my breakfast. 

All the little doormat stealers in the 
Tenderloin who say they live off gam 
bling tell bow Smith and I put this job 
up on Grannan. There wasn't any job. 
If I played with Grannan there wouldn't 
be any sentiment in it. I'm out for tbe 
stuff when I play. If there were to be 
any sympathy it would be after the game.

Well, In that game there waan't a dol- 
lar shewn. Grannan began as hanker, 
without any limit. After three deal* they 



swapped places and Smith dealt, giving 
Grannan a limit of #900. 

Tbey started in betting 1200 or #800 
each. We weren't any of us too sober, 
and It seems like a dream now. Talk 
about hitting the pipe! It was the big 
gest faro game ever played. There isn't 
any doubt about that. 

ORANNAN 173,000 IN THE HOLE. 

At one time Grannan was #75,000 loser, 
Then Smith whip sawed putting #20,000 
on the nine to win, and on the five to lose. 
The nine lost and the five won, giving 
Smith a loss of #40,000. That left Gran- 
nan #35,000 loser up to 'hat point. That 
one play meant a difference to the men 
of #80.000. 

I kept' telling them they were making 
monkeys of themselves, and that they 
were smoking. They wouldn't listen to 
a word. They went on increasing the 
size of The bets until I thought they'd be 
playing for the City Hall proseptly. I 
threatened to chuck them out in the 
street, as I didn't know what would come 
of this thing.

Next day Grannan said he'd like to 
buck up against Wall street. I told him 
those fellows would not only skin him, 
but gtind up his bones and sell thorn for 
fertilizers, but he was temporarily stuck 
on himself, and he was bound to stick 
Wall street.

He got out 
of his sugar deal before he was wiped 
out, but he dropped #10,000 in the sugar 
bowl and $20,000 In tbe flour barrel, mak- 
ing #30,000 in all. 

Now, 1 have teld you Mr. Grannan 
quit loser of #42.000. He bad the most 
fun at faro, and it came cheaper. But I 
wouldn't recommend a man to go In for 
the great Grannan game of unlimited 
faro too often. Once In a while doesn't 
matter ae match.
